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A DECLARATION FOR FEDERALISTS EVERYWHERE 


Only yesterday, the United States gave birth to the Atomic Age. Today, Russia has cata- 
pulted the Atomic Age into outer space. The race is on, but the race will not be to the militarily 
or scientifically swift, for that is not the crucial contest. In the main event, the combatants 
seem not to recognize each other, or the goal. Unbridled science races with the moon, while 


political man creeps on the earth with the small and cautious steps permitted by nineteenth 
century diplomacy. 


A scientific breakthrough into the solar system has been achieved. It cannot be beyond 


the genius of man to achieve a comparable political breakthrough into a just system of world 
law and order. 


World Federalists everywhere for more than a decade, have held these truths to 
be self-evident: 


By the consent of all nations, motivated by their common understanding of the com- 
mon need, the United Nations must be given the right and the power to enforce 
world peace; 


The force of law must be substituted for the law of force in the settlement of 
international disputes, through appropriate UN Courts with compulsory jurisdiction ; 


The UN must disarm all nations to the level required for maintaining internal order; 


The UN must have its own inspection, police and armed forces to protect all nations 
against war and the preparations for war, and to enforce justice as it is meted out 
by the UN Courts; 


The structure of the United Nations must b2 adapted to its new powers and to the pro- 
tection of all against abuse of those powers, or their intrusion into domestic affairs. 


For yet a little while, the inadequate may appease disaster. 


Nevertheless, Federalists everywhere warn governments to look to the United Nations. It 


must not fail because they are preoccupied with small expediencies which have no capacity to 
provide the auspicious moment for an overall solution. 


Above the United Nations buildings, two small objects speeding in their orbit around 
the world several times a day, are moving now to the ultimate and supra-national moment when 


those who have the responsibility must recognize that no nation is sovereign enough to defend 
or defy this planet that is one. 


A United Nations Charter Review Conference has been voted. World Federalists everywhere 
call upon world leaders to prepare their positions, that this conference may be held without delay. 
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Microscoping the World 


If the U.S. decides 
to back world law, would 
we be alone?. What about 
other nations? Will they 
support a strengthened 
UN? These are questions 
frequently asked. Here 
are the statements of five 
UN delegates, made at 
the UN this Fall, which indicate the growing 
convictions of the governments of many nations: 


CHRISTIAN X. PALAMAS, GREECE: “So far, 
the international community has been unable to 
provide its members with security . . . The inter- 
national community is still living under the rule 
of the jungle. It has no rules of law and justice 
applicable to all .. . The international community 
is still a mere fiction. 


“It is regrettable to say that so far the measure 
of true sovereignty has been exactly the right to 
destroy the world... 


“It has been said that disarmament is not 
peace, that it is only a step to peace . . . What 
we need first is to build up an organized com- 
munity. We should give to this community, in 
certain domains, full authority over its members. 
We should recognize that the common interest, 
the rule of law and justice, should prevail over 
the interest of any particular member... 


‘. . . No disarmament is possible without an 
international authority — an authority morally, 
legally and materially armed to supply security ... 


“It is our belief that the UNEF, by establishing 
a precedent — a successful precedent — consti- 
tutes a turning point in the evolution of interna- 
tional security .. .” 


FREDERICK BOLAND, IRELAND: “It is an 
illusion to expect national armaments to be limited 
or reduced in a world atmosphere characterized 
by unresolved clashes of vital interests and the 
presence of opposing military forces... 


“To propose any measure of disaimament un- 
accompanied by arrangements for effective inter- 
national supervision and control is simply to try 
to sweep under the carpet the factor of mutual 
distrust which, in our view, lies at the heart of 
the disarmament problem.” 


SIDNEY E. SMITH, CANADA: “We are still 
using the outworn vocabulary of international 
rivalry in the age of intercontinental missiles and 
at the beginning of ventures into outer space. 


. . . We must organize political machinery 
which will direct these discoveries into the ways 
of peace .. .” 


CESAR CHARLONE, URUGUAY: “As the sec- 
ond Roosevelt said in his doctrine of the Four 
Freedoms, freedom from fear means, interna- 
tionally speaking, a total reduction of armaments, 
a reduction so complete that no country will ever 
be able to commit acts of aggression again ... The 
substantive basis of a disarmament plan must be 
to eradicate any possibility of aggression ... We 
are not trying to humanize war: we are trying 
to wipe it out.” 

MARQUESS OF SANTA CRUZ, SPAIN: “If we 


really want disarmament, let us begin by arming 
the United Nations morally and militarily .. . 


“These (disarmament) measures can and must 
lead us to the final objective . .. , a juridical 
system which subjects force to right .. .” 


Spotlighting the United Nations 


The Western Powers’ 
disarmament. proposals 
were supported in the 
Assembly’s Political 
Committee by a vote of 
57 in favor, 9 against, 
with 15. abstentions. 
Nevertheless, widespread dissatisfaction was ex- 
pressed over the rigidity of both East and West 
on the issue. 


Fear is general that the deadlock over negotia- 
tions cannot be broken by the action taken. 


New efforts at conciliation may be made before 
disarmament is voted on in the plenary session. 


Considerable sentiment in favor of a controlled 
suspension of nuclear tests apart from other 
measures was frustrated. 


Look for enlargement of the Disarmament 


Commission and Sub-Committee for greater ob-: 


jectivity, and to spur progress. 


The Soviet Union suffered a major propoganda 
defeat on the Syrian complaint against Turkey. 
Gromyko’s blustering efforts to build this incident 
into a crisis collapsed. Instead of inflaming Arab 
nations against U.S. “imperialism”, the U.S.S.R. 
succecded in creating fear among Arabs that the 
Cold War would dangerously divide them. 


UNEF will be taken up later in Plenary Ses- 
sions of the Assembly. Based on a report by the 
Secretary General, debates are expectd to cover 
both the political and financial aspects of the 


Force. The financial situation of UNEF remains 
critical.

Unfortunately, the history of UWF has been 
too much the history of a fear of permitting the 
UWF label to be associated in any way with what 
was momentarily deemed poor public relations.

5% of the really active members, “Who gave un- 
sparingly of time, energy, thought and money”, 
are even members of UWF today, much less 
active members). 


I was amazed at John C. Holt’s comments and 
couldn’t disagree more thoroughly. Since figures 


speak louder than arguments, I have checked old 
files against current ones. Here are some results: 


In 1948, 35 persons served on the Pittsburgh 
Area Executive Council. 10 moved away, one died 
and 9 resigned or let their memberships lapse 
(some of these are showing interest again). 15 
are still paid up members, most of them active (8 
still serve on the Council). 

In 1953, 39 persons served on our local Execu- 
tive Council. 5 have left Pittsburgh . . . but are 
still active members. One died. Three have not 
renewed their memberships. 30 are paid up mem- 
bers in Pittsburgh (20 were just re-elected to the 
Executive Council) .. . 

John Flolt was specifically speaking of the 
really active Federalists, and this may not be a 
bad sampling. Very few of those have not at least 
retained their memberships and most of them 
have remained active — even over more than 9 
years.
